Statistician for the Government 
’ Geological Survey Estimates There 

Were Between Thirty and Forty 

Million More Tons Mined in the 

Year 1913 Than in 1912,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Despite 
labor disturbances in Colorado, the 
interference of the Ohio floods last 
spring and a general complaint on 
the part of the coal operators that 
they were unable to work theif mines 
at full capacity because of shortages 
of labor, there was an increased pro- 
duction of coal in the United States 
in 1913, of between thirty million and 
forty million tons as compared with 


that of 1912. 

According to the estimates made 
public tonight by Edward W. Park- 
er, coal statistician of the Geological 
Survey, there will be a total produc- 
tion of between 565,000,000 and 575,- 


| 000,000 tons at the end of — pres- 
ent. year.

Dr. Kelly tonight to be satisfactory. 


The doctor said, however, that i 
would be five or six weeks before the 
effects of the treatment will become 
obvious enough to make any predic- 
tions concerning the outcome of the 
treatment. The amount of radium be- 
ing used in Bremner’s case is not only 
the largest in quantity and in mone- 
tary value that has ever been used in 
a single instance, Dut the case itself 
is the greatest in magnitude that has 
ever been suojected to the radium 
test. 


Dr. Kelly sald that the chief lesson 
to be drawn from this specific in- 
stance was that the country should 
take immediate steps to conserve its 
radium supply, and that if this were 
done, there would be enough of the 
mineral to handle this and all other 
similar cases. 

“It is a strong indication of the 
need of government control,” Dr. 
Kelly said, “and of the necessity for 
a supply of radium in public — —

FARISS HARDENED WITH 
YEARS OF PETTY CRIME. 


Incorrigible Thief Whose Picture Has Been in .the 
Rogues’ Gallery for Eight Years, Poolroom Loafer, 
Liar, Professional “Weeper” and Player to the Gal- 
lery Ig This Picturesque Train Bandit.

ALPH FARISS, dime-novel hero, 
Picturesque and glamour-en- 
shrouded bandit, who robbed and 
terrorized inoffensive women “for a 
woman's sake,” mother’s boy beloved 
of the sob-sister, wayward youth 
whose paraded gallery-~gallantry 
Served as a sort of excuse for des- 
perate deeds, disappeared yesterday. 
In his place appeared Ralph Farias, 
incorrigible reform-school graduate, 
common criminal from his early 
youth, poolroom loafer, liar and pro- 
fessional! “weeper,” thief whose 
photograph has for eight years been 
in the rogue’s gallery, condemned 
and wanton murderer, companion. in 
the commonest of illicit intrigue with 
the woman, the concealment of 
whose name has served him asa plea 
for sympathy to save him from the 
rope. 
In the rogue’s gallery of the Cen- 
Police Station, the photograph 
and Bertillon measurements of Fariss 
were found yesterday by Detective 
Charlies Jones, chief of the identifica- 


tion bureau. 

Fariss was arrested November 8, 

1905, on the charge of having stolen 
a watch from Frank Lewis, No. 326 
South Main street. He was convicted 
of the theft, and sentenced to serve 
thirty days in jall or pay a $30 fine. 
He could not raise the funds to se- 
cure his release and served the sen- 
tence. 
At that time his age was given as 
17 years. A minute description of 
his is contained in the records. in 
which he is described as “surly.” 

The theft was committed in a Main- 
street rooming-house, when Fart 
prowied through the room of a fel- 
low-lodger and stole the watch. He 
Wis arrested on suspicion by Patrol- 
Man Craig on the strength of his 
Gigsolute appearance and because he 
had spent several days hanging around 
pool-rooms, without apparent means 
of support. With a number of oth- 
ers under suspicion, Farias was placed 
under arrest and the watch was found 
in his on. He protested that 
he had found it. 

When he was arraigned in police 
court the evidence presented was en- 
tirely too definite and convicting to 
deny. Then Fart, as in à later day. 
broke down, and pleaded that it 8 
his first offense. He said that he was 
a bollermaker, and that he had taken 
the watch during a moment of weak- 
ness when the temptation was too 
great. He begged for clemency. 

, PROPHETIC STATEMENT. 

At that time, the late Police Judge 
Austin, who presided at the court, 
a prophetic statement to the 
youthful offender. “Young man.“ 
said he, “you are a very weak vessel. 
You have both stolen and lied. and 
now you weep and beg for assistance. 
You are not too young to help, but 
| fear that you are too weak to ever 
become a man. 

“I shall sentence you to jail. 1 
know that you cannot pay a fine. If 
there is any manhood in you, this 
jail sentence will make you. realize 
that you are in a very dangerous 
period of your life, and if you are 
strong, you will reform. This is a 
very severe lesson, but it must take 
something severe to make a boy of 
your loose will realize the error of 
yielding to temptation. 

“IT believe that you are sincerely 
penitent at this moment, but thaf 
as soon as the fear of punishment 
le over, you will slide back into the 
game delinquent habits. I would 
earnestiy advise you to make a most 
neriaus effort to reform, or you will 
come to an unfortunate ending.” 
The boy Farias wept throughout it 
all, and solemnly swore that he would 
never do wrong again.

Technical Error Claimed in 
Case of Faris. 


Father Enlists High Legal 
Talent to Aid Son. 


All Else Failing He Will 
Appeal to Governor. 


The determination of the parents 
of Bakersfield to ght for their son's 
life, turned a sharp angle yesterday 
in the Espee bandit's course through 
the mills of justice. 

Ex-Judge Wheaton A. Gray will be 
retained this morning, following con- 
ferences yesterday with James Faries, 
father of the boy, and an attack will 
be made at once upon the legal pro- 
cedure which has landed Fare in « 
“condemned” cell awaiting transpor- 
tation to Ban Quentin and death on 
the gallows. 

There is claimed to be an error in 
the Imposition of sentence by Judge 
Craig and another in the informs 
tion” against the youth. The de- 
gree” of the murder of Horace . 
Montague in the El Monte train hold- 
up is said not to have been expressed 
in either the “information” or the 
statement made by Judge Craig in im- 
posing sentence. 

Should these errors be proven suf- 
ficient to invalidate the entire pro- 
cedure an effort will be made by ex- 
Judge Gray to have Faries brought 

n into court this morning to plead 
“de novo.” If the discretion of the 
court allows it, this new plea will be 
“not gullty,” and an effort will de 
made to get a trial and a less drastic 
sentence. 

All this lies within the power of the 
court, however, and unless Judge 
Crelg tis willing to have the plea 
changed, Fariss will have to stand 
by his statements of Saturday in 
which he waived all his rights 
demanded immediate sentence. 

MAY ASK CLEMENCY.

When he saw his prisoner-son, of 
whom he had heard after some eight 
months, only to learn that he was to 
pay for his misdeeds with his life, the 
old man nearly fell over in his 
tracks. He had to be assisted to a 
chair by Sheriff Hammel. 

FATHER BREAKS DOWN. 
Father and son both broke down 
and wept. “My boy, my boy,” he 
walled, as he wrung the hand of his 
disgraced offapring. Percy, the 
younger brother of the prisoner, stood

FOR MOTHER'S SAKE. 
“IT don’t expect to save my boy from 
punishment for his crime,” said Farias 
yesterday. “All I want is to save him 
from hanging, because if he is exe- 
cuted, it will em his mother. She is 
very delicate and has been that way 
for many yea even before Ralph's 
birth; she could never withstand the 
shock of his execution. 
“Yes, I will have to say that Ralph 
always was a bad boy. He would 
run away and not let us know, then 
come back for awhile and then run 
away again. He was restless and his 
sense of right and wrong was not nor- 
mal. I could not control him. 
“In fact, I have been of the opinion 
that his head was not quite right. It 
couldn't have been with this sort of 
action. His mother was injured 
sometime before his birth and that 
may have affected him. When I saw 
what he had done this time, though, 
I knew I would have to fight for him. 
“It is not on that basis, though, 
that we are going to fight for his life. 
I don’t expect to get him pardoned or 
anything of that sort. All-I want ie 
to save him from the gallows, because 
that would kill his mother. . 

“If we cannot do that right here in 
court, we will take it to the Gover- 
nor’s office in Sacramento.” 

Milligark who lives at No. 901 East 
Bdgeware road, will assist Furies 
financially in making his fight for his 
son.

A call to courageous action was 
voiced by Dr. Edward Campbell, at 
the First Presbyterian Church ver- 
terday, his theme being, “A New 
Year's Message.”

“Two principal elements that go tc 
make up a useful life are pointed out 
by the text,” he said. 

These words uttered several 
thousand years ago by men of broad 
experience suggest to us the ‘essen- 
tials of the highest and noblest liv- 
ing. On this last Sunday of the old 
year as we stand upon the threshold 
of the new it is the part of wisdom 
for all to inquire how these two 
great virtues of courage and hope ap- 
peal to us. 

“Man is an unique being in that he 
lives in three different worlds at the 
same time and these worlds minister 
to his needs. While he lives in the 
present and gathers inspiration from 
the great achievements that reflect 
the glory of this age he is able also 
to live in the past, for the power of 
memory brings all experience of life 
and places it upon the altar of the 
present, and from the experience of 
the past man looks forward and 
lives in anticipation of the future and 
gathers inspiration trom past, pres- 
ent and future. 

“Man is controlled by his moods 
and his inspirational moments. The 
wise man has given utterance to this 
solemn truth, ‘as a man thinketh In 
his heart so is he,” likewise We are 
told by the divine writer that ‘out of 
the heart are the issues of life!’ 

“It is well, therefore, that we re- 
member that our lives are directed 
by theepurposes of our hearts. Hope 
and courage are two companions that 
make their poseessors strong in se- 
curing the best things that this world 
has in store for men. 

“The Bible introduces us to a large 
number of men whose lives are influ- 
enced by the great and inspirational 
moments of life. The life of Moses 
was made a great power in the world 
because he carried with him the in 
fluences that came when he stood at 
the burning bush: Jacob's life was 
made a great power after the experi- 
ence at Bethel; Peter came down 
from the housetop transformed by 
his experience when God opened to 
him a larger vision of man's possi- 
bilities. 

“Today as you and I stand at the 
closing days of the old year we May 
hear God's voice speaking to us 
through the experience of men an 
through our own experience, and 
gather strength, courage and hope for 
the future.”

“The Wisdom of Religion” was the 
subject chosen by the pastor of the 
Boyle Heights M. E. Church, Rev. W.

Religion has troubles 
of ite own. Reliston is worthless where 
not tested and tried. Religion is mis- 
understood and not rarely even by the 
religious. The whitest soul that ever 


and gojgraced the planet was counted worth- 


jest of disgrace. Nevertheless, the wise 
man, with his religion, takes his 
trouble. He counts it worth the price. 
It is the fool who bargains for his soul. 

“Wisdom is always of use in re n. 
These wise men saw signs in t sky 
and were ruses by dreams, but also 
took their wits with them. They wor- 
shiped only when convicted. Faith 
is not believing the unbelievable. It 
is a deliberate choice of bellevables. 
If wickedness were utterly and fore- 
ever folly, we should all be good, That 
the devil wears garments of light is 
our danger.

REV. W. o. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS U. P. 
COMMANDMENT “LOVE THY NBEIGH- 
BOR.” WILL SOLVE ALL 
SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 

The second of two great command- 
ments formed the basis for Rev. W. 
O. Fisher’s\morning sermon at the 
Harvard Heights United Presbyterian 
Church, yesterday, the text being from 
Matt. XXI11:89. 

“This statement of the Master,” 
said the speaker, “is in response to 
the inquiry of the lawyer, Which is 
the great commandment in the law?“ 
From the Jewish point of view a more 
subtle inquiry was impossible. The 
Jewish book of the law—the Talmud 
—reckons the commandments as 613. 
Some one commandment must be 
greatest. The question was: Which? 
This very question divided the Jew- 
ith schools of thought. The Master 
setties their controversies by embrac- 
ing all under two great command- 
ments: Love to God, and love to man. 

“We first inquire, who is my neigh- 
bor? Webster gives us three defini- 
tions. The third one is: ‘One entitled 
to or exhibiting neighborly kindness; 
hence, @ fellow-being. one of the hu- 
man race. This is the gospel defini- 
tion. 

“What is it to love my neighbor as 
myself? In the New Testament two 
words are translated love.“ The one 
means personal affection, and the 
other spiritual love. The brightest 
jewel in the crown of Christian graces 
is spiritual love, and this is the love 
of which the Master speaks. 

“Note the extent of this love—‘as 
myself.“ The love enjoined by this 
command is always supreme. God oc- 
cupies the first place in the human 
heart. After Him and on equal terms 
come my neighbor and myself. But 
this commandment is difficult to obey. 
I love myself with a pretty strong 
love; will it not do to love myself first 
and my neighbor afterward? In the 
face of such soliloquy comes the mess- 
sage of the Christ, to be taken at its 
full face value, ‘as thyself.’ 

"This love is practical in its work- 
inge—léve worketh no in to his 
neighbor.’ But truly, something work- 
eth in to his neighbor. Behold the 
conflict between master and servant, 
the strife between capital and labor, 
the enmity in politica, when the very 
basal purpose of rovernment is jus- 
tice and its end the promotion of 
peace. In private life man is at war 
with his fellow: he takes advantage of 
him in every possible way; he tries 
to trap him in trade; he filches from 
him his good name. Whence arise 
these multitudinous ite? They are 
not the children of love—‘love work- 
eth no in to hie neighbor: love re- 
joices in his neighbor's prosperity. If 
this weary, warring humanity, in its 
turmoll and folly. would be silent for 
a moment it. would hear love's voice 
saying, ‘I will solve your social prob- 
lems: I will bear your heavy burdens: 
I will settle all your troubles; I wil) 
give you peace and rer*’”
